▲ New York produce commission 
bouse which prides itself on filling nil

The Sheridan statue commission. 
Secretary Taft and General H. C. Gor- 
bin. with General Michael V. Sheri¬ 
dan. have approved and accepted the 
model of the statue of General Philip 
Sheridan' which is to ornament Sheri¬ 
dan circle. Twenty-second street, and 
Massachusetts avenue. The model is 
the design of Gutzou Borgluin of New 
York, and the sculptor is already at 
work upon the large uiodeL so that the 
completed statue % may be ready for 
erection early next autumn. Mrs. 
Sheridan has also expressed her pleas¬ 
ure with the design. 

Statue of 8heridan. 

A miniature model of Borglum's de¬ 
sign is on exhibition in the offices of 
the officer in charge of public build¬ 
ings and grounds in the Lemon build¬ 
ing. II shows .the great Union cavalry 
leader in the act of reining in bis spir¬ 
ited charger and saluting his men. 
This characterization marks a distinct 
departure in the way of statuary In 
the national capital, as it resembles 
other public works of the sort only in 
being of heroic or about one-third more 
than life size. 

When completed, the Sheridan statue 
will face toward Dupont circle, and 
the broad, low base,-approached by six 
low steps, will be so placed that free 
passage may be afforded along the line 
of Massachusetts avenue. The pedes¬ 
tal will also be very low. the platform 
being about 23 by 31 feet in size, 
while the pedestal will be raised no 
more than fpur feet above it Artistic 
■eats, niches for fountains and reliefs 
will offer ornament to the platform.
